Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  33rd  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  three  districts  of  the  Combine,  together  with  an  account 
of  the  activities  of  each  Health  Department  for  the  year  1970o 
The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  No#  1/71 ° 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangement  whereby  ray 
services  are  made  available  to  the  Crawley  U.D*C»  on  a  "temporary" 
basis*  Several  months  ago  the  Council  made  application  to  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  for  permission  to  extend 
the  period  of  my  service  to  March  1972  and  this  was  granted* 

Details  of  Vital  Statistics  for  the  individual  districts  are 
shown  in  the  first  two  pages  of  each  section*  In  the  Horsham  Urban 
District  the  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  from  26,36 0  to 
27,030;  the  live  birth  rate  was  13«7?  with  a  local  adjusted  rate 
of  14*4  as  compared  with  17*6  in  the  previous  year*  The  crude 
death  rate  was  10*8,  with  the  local  adjusted  rate  remaining  un¬ 
changed  at  9° 3°  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  77°  In  the  Horsham 
Rural  District  the  estimated  mid-year  population  also  rose  from 
28,810  to  299600;  the  live  birth  rate  was  15  °9?  with  a  local 
adjusted  rate  of  16*5°  The  crude  death  rate  was  10o6,  with  a 
local  adjusted  rate  of  9° 2*  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  157 •  In 

both  these  areas  the  illegitimate  birth  rate,  as  a  percentage  of 
all  live  births,  was  4,  compared  with  the  national  figure  of  8. 

In  the  Petworth  Rural  District  the  estimated  mid-year  population 
was  given  as  11,150,  a  rise  of  240;  the  live  birth  rate  was  11.5 ? 
with  a  local  adjusted  rate  of  14.0*  The  crude  death  rate  was 
14.6,  while  the  local  adjusted  rate  was  10*4®  Deaths  exceeded 
births  by  39*  The  illegitimate  birth  rate,  as  a  percentage  of 
all  live  births,  was  5,  namely  3  below  the  national  average. 

A  detailed  table  of  causes  of  death  appears  for  each  district; 
it  will  be  seen  that  these  are  again  listed  in  the  new  form  in 
compliance  with  the  International  Classification  of  Diseases  1965 1 
which  calls  for  a  greater  breakdown  of  categories*  The  complete 
classification  is  now  made  under  65  headings,  but  the  tables  for 
the  Horsham  Urban,  Horsham  Rural  and  Petworth  Rural  Districts  show 
respectively  37?  42  and  37 ,  the  reason  being  that  those  headings 
with  no  deaths  allocated  are  omitted®  Motor  vehicle  accidents 
accounted  for  7  deaths,  as  compared  with  6  in  1969°  Six  deaths 
resulted  from  other  accidental  causes  -  3  men  and  3  women ,  as 
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compared  with  8  during  the  previous  year  and  15  during  1968. 

Malignant  disease  continued  its  steady  inexorable  rise  in  incidence, 
with  166  deaths  as  against  127  in  the  previous  year  and  102  in  1968.  Of 
these  45  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus,  an  increase  of  17 
over  1969o  Each  year,  in  the  country  generally,  the  proportion  of  deaths 
of  women  from  this  cause  rises;  57  of  the  local  deaths  were  in  males  and 
8  in  females. 

Notifiable  Diseases 


Details  of  notifications  are  shown  separately  for  each  of  the  three 
districts  and  tables  will  be  found  in  the  relevant  sections. 

I  commented  last  year  on  the  drop  in  the  incidence  of  measles,  which 
is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  present  campaign  of  vaccination  against  this 
disease.  A  decade  ago,  in  1961,  well  over  a  1,000  cases  were  notified 
in  the  combined  districts;  in  1970  the  total  was  17 »  in  1969  it  was  51 » 
in  1968  it  was  higher  at  112,  while  in  1967  -  a  recognised  measles  year  - 
it  was  1,410. 

The  15  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  notified  in  the  Horsham  Rural 
District  were  connected  with  an  outbreak  in  the  village  of  narnham. 

This  came  to  light  on  September  15th,  following  the  return  to  England 
of  a  party  of  bell-ringers,  drawn  from  various  parts  of  the  country,  who 
had  been  touring  Northern  Ireland.  As  a  number  of  cases  of  diarrhoea 
were  reported  from  the  school,  immediate  efforts  were  made  to  contain 
the  outbreak  -  the  usual  strict  precautions  regarding  hand-washing,  plus 
the  use  of  a  disinfectant  rinse,  were  laid  on  at  the  school  and  after 
several  weeks  it  was  hoped  that  the  end  was  in  sight.  However  there 
was  a  second  wave  of  cases  and  between  40  and  50  individuals  were  known 
to  have  had  suggestive  symptoms.  In  a  number  of  the  infected  families, 
older  children  were  attending  Horsham  schools  and  there  was  clearly  a 
high  probability  of  infection  reaching  the  town.  Rather  surprisingly 
this  did  not  occur  and  credit  is  due  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  in 
the  Rural  District  who  devoted  a  high  proportion  of  his  time  for  some 
weeks  to  tracing  contacts.  Although  Sonne  dysentery  is  recognised  as 
a  particularly  difficult  condition  to  control,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
strenuous  efforts  can  do  much  to  prevent  spread  if  made  early  in  the 
outbreak  and  pursued  energetically.  It  is  of  course  impossible  to 
give  a  dogmatic  figure  for  the  total  number  of  patients  infected,  but 
it  was  certainly  far  in  excess  of  the  official  notifications. 

Ten  cases  were  notified  as  Infective  Jaundice  within  the  combined 
area,  being  fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  three  districts. 

One  of  these  was  found  to  be  a  case  of  "serum  hepatitis"  in  a  youth 
who  had  associated  with  known  drug  abusers  and  it  became  clear  that 
he  had  acquired  the  infection  as  a  result  of  the  communal  use  of  a 
hypodermic  syringe  for  self  injection. 

Food  Poisoning 

During  the  summer  of  I960,  an  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred 
in  the  Horsham  area  involving  both  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts. 

Thirteen  cases  were  formally  notified  as  Food  Poisoning  due  to  infec¬ 
tion  by  Salmonella  saint  paul,  while  eighteen  symptomless  excretors 


were  detected.  The  outbreak,  while  not  very  large,  had  features  of 
unusua^  interest  and  we  reported  it  fully  in  the  Monthly  Bulletin  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  some  two  years  later.  In  the  summary  of  the 
report  we  commented;- 


"An  outbreak  of  Salm.  saint  paul  infection  due  to  the 
consumption  of  cooked  meat  is  described,.  The  meat 
was  probably  contaminated  by  the  intestinal  contents 
infected  ducks  which  were  eviscerated  in  the  same 
room  as  the  cooked  meats  were  prepared 0  This  mode  of 
spread  of  infection  from  poultry  to  man  may  be  important, 
especially  as  the  widespread  use  of  antibiotics  in 
poultry  diets  has  probably  increased  the  carrier  rate 
of  salmonellae  in  healthy  birds.  The  source  of  infec¬ 
tion  of  the  ducks  was  probably  animal  feeding  stuffs 
containing  contaminated  imported  meat  meal,  although 
the  organism  was  not  isolated  from  this  material." 


In  the  body  of  the  report  we  said  "The  evisceration  of  poult™ 
to  the  preparation  of  other  foodstuH^shoulTTr^hibitid^^ 


In  July  1970,  just  ten  years  after  the  above  incident,  a  further 
outbreak  occurred  which  had  many  points  of  similarity  to  the  former, 
although  the  infecting  organisms  were  of  different  sero- types.  Again 
the  establishment  involved  prepared  cooked  meats  bn  the  premises,  where 
they  also  prepared  poultry;  the  general  standards  of  the  shop  were 
high  and  lor tuna tely  the  management  and  staff  co-operated  fully  with 
the  Health  Department.  The  first  case,  reported  to  us  by  the  labor¬ 
atory  on  July  22nd,  was  that  of  a  girl  of  15  years  who  was  found  to 
e  infected  by  S.  ententidis,  phage  type  8;  the  onset  of  the  illness 
had  been  on  July  l4th.  Between  July  22nd  and  August  13th,  in  all 
some  18  cases  were  traced,  coming  from  nine  families,  and  during  this 
time  many  specimens  were  collected  from  patients,  contacts,  and  the 
s  .af f  of  snops  from  which  food  had  been  purchased.  On  August  3rd, 
specimens  were  collected  from  the  staff  of  the  suspected  shop,  and 
one  emp„oyee  was  found  to  be  excreting  Salmonella  indiana.  He  was 
promptly  excluded.  When  all  were  re-tested  a  fortnight  later,  four 
men  were  found  to  be  excreting  the  same  organism  and  were,  of  course, 
also  excluded  from  work.  In  three  cases  it  was  necessary  to  take 
action  under  Section  4l  of  the  Public  Health  Act.  196I,  and  compensa- 
tion  was  paid  by  the  Council  concerned;  all  these  workers  were  clear 
of  infection  in  unusually  short  periods,  namely  14,  16  and  13  days 
respectively.  One  sufferer  was  a  cook  at  a  local  school  canteen 
and  was  excluded,  but  here  it  was  not  necessary  for  the  Council  to 
serve  a  formal  notice  and  pay  compensation  as  responsibility  was 
accepted  by  the  County  Council.  By  the  end  of  August  the  outbreak 
appeared  to  be  oyer,  although  a  further  finding  of  Salmonella  indiana 
was  made  bythe  laboratory  on  October  ?th,  some  six  weeks  after  the 
f~S  iS0  a^;*'ori'0  tni.s  instance  there  was  no  known  connection  with 

;he  shoP  and  lt  was  felt  that  this  was  probably  a  secondary  case. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  preparation  of  poultry  was  immediately 
discontinued  by  the  management  and  there  is  clearly  no  likelihood 
of  this  practice  being  resumed. 
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During  October  we  were  approached  by  a  general  practitioner,  who 
acts  as  Medical  Officer  to  a  girls'  boarding  school  in  the  area  and 
he  told  us  that  during  the  previous  night,  approximately  a  dozen  girls 
and  two  members  of  the  staff  had  suffered  from  abdominal  pain  and 
diarrhoea ®  He  asked  for  our  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  inves¬ 
tigation,, 

It  was  found  that  in  fact  10  girls  and  2  members  of  the  staff 
had  had  characteristic  symptoms,  which  developed  over  a  period  of 
several  hours ®  Suspicion  immediately  fell  on  the  evening  meal,  which 
had  consisted  of  soup  and  cottage  pie  with  gravy,  as  all  those  affected 
had  eaten  this  meal«  Those  who  had  eaten  lamb  chops  had  remained  well. 
Faecal  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  and,  as  expected, 
Clostridium  welchii  was  isolated,.  This  is  yet  another  case  of  food 
poisoning  due  to  incorrect  handling  of  meat  dishes® 

Mobile  Chest  X-ray  Service 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  an  efficient  Miniature  Chest  Radiography 
Service  continues  to  operate  in  the  town,  designed  to  serve  the  needs 
of  family  doctors,.  Since  1st  April,  1970,  responsibility  for  pro¬ 
viding  these  facilities  rests  with  the  Mobile  Chest  Radiography  Service 
of  Worcester  Park,  Surrey®  It  is  not  intended  to  replace  or  in  any 
way  compete  with  the  facilities  provided  by  local  Chest  Clinics  or 
hospital  Radiography  Departments,  The  aim  is  to  provide  a  service 
which  will  improve  the  diagnostic  resources  of  general  practitioners 
without  overloading  hospitals  and  chest  clinics o 

The  Unit  visits  Horsham  and  is  set  up  in  the  Car  Park  adjacent 
to  the  Capitol  Theatre  each  Thursday  afternoon  from  2®  50  to  4  p®m® 

During  the  year  1969,  the  last  full  year  in  which  the  Wessex  Unit 
was  operating  here,  and  the  last  for  which  figures  are  available, 
a  total  of  1,7.59  people  were  X-rayed  under  this  scheme  in  Horsham® 
Fifteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered,  three  of 
whom  were  in  need  of  immediate  treatment  and  twelve  of  supervision® 

In  addition  the  service  revealed  twelve  cases  of  carcinoma  of  the 
bronchus® 

Care  of  the  Aged 

For  several  years  I  have  been  able  to  report  that  it  was  unnec¬ 
essary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act  1948®  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  is  the  section  which  deals 
with  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes  of  elderly  and  infirm 
persons  living  in  insanitary  conditions®  No  more  distressing  task 
falls  to  the  lot  of  a  District  M®0«H»  than  having  to  operate  under 
such  an  Order® 

In  February  a  doctor  in  the  Petworth  area  reported  that  an  elderly 
lady,  aged  77  years,  had  refused  to  accept  medical  attention  or  on  many 
occasions  even  examination®  Some  years  before  she  had  sustained  an 
extensive  scalp  wound,  as  a  result  of  a  fall,  but  owing  to  her  persis¬ 
tent  refusal  to  accept  hospital  treatment  the  doctor  had  no  alternative 
but  to  effect  a  surgical /repair  in  the  unfavourable  surroundings  of  her 
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homeu  Early  in  October  1969  she  had  a  further  fall  and  when  the 
doctor  called  to  see  her  he  thought  there  was  little  doubt  that  she 
had  sustained  a  fractured  femur,  although  confirmation  of  this  was 
impossible  as  the  patient  refused  to  consent  even  to  an  X-ray  exam¬ 
ination.  Ever  since  that  time  she  had  been  sitting  in  a  large  and 
rather  deep  upholstered  armchair.  For  quite  a  long  time  she  was 
.Looked  after  by  kindly  neighbours,  but  when  she  was  again  found  lying 
on  the  -floor  in  February,  a  doctor  was  called.  As  there  had  been 
a  marked  deterioration  in  the  old  lady's  general  condition,  he  sought 
the  help  of  the  Area  Welfare  Officer,  with  a  view  to  admission  to  a 
County  Horae,  but  it  was  felt  that  her  immobility  made  her  unsuitable 
or  Part  III  accommodation  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  case  should 
e  reported  to  me.  On  the  9th  February  I  made  application  to  a 
Magistrate  and  the  necessary  Order  was  granted,  in  order  that  she 
might  be  admitted  to  a  geriatric  ward  in  hospital.  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  when  the  ambulance  arrived  the  patient  changed  her  mind 
and  agreed  to  be  moved.  X-ray  examination  there  confirmed  the 
diagnosis  of  a  fractured  femur  which,  of  course,  had  partly  united 
in  the  most  unfavourable  position.  Several  months  later  she  died 
suddenly  of  an  embolism,  an  indirect  result  of  the  injury. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 


During  the  year  a  total  of  1,?46  International  Certificates  of 
Vaccination  were  stamped  in  the  Health  Department.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION

In  my  last  report  I  6ave  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  improvement 
sections  of  the  Housing  Act.  19&9  aG(^  H  is  pleasing  to  note  that 
the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Act  has  resulted  in  the 
highest  total  of  grants  (53)  ever  givens  The  wider  definition  of 
improvement  has  resulted  in  more  houses  coming  within  the  grant 
scheme;  but  increased  building  costs  constantly  erode  the  value  of 
a  £1.000  maximum  grant®  Despite  the  widespread  national  publicity 
carried  on  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  there  remain  many 
people  unaware  of  the  benefits  of  the  grant  scheme  and  most  is 
achieved  from  a  direct  contact  between  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  the  house  owner ®  The  fact  that  such  visits  are,  where  neces¬ 
sary.  arranged  for  the  evening  and  weekend,  contributes  materially 
to  success  and  I  would  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  responsible  for 
housing  worko 

A  study  of  those  older  areas  of  the  town  suitable  for  classi¬ 
fication  as  general  improvement  areas  has  commencedo  A  general 
improvement  area  could  be  applicable  to  older  residential  areas 
of  the  town  where  the  general  environment  should  be  brought  up  to 
a  more  acceptable  standard  by  fbe  Council  carrying  out  improvements 
to  the  road  layout,  traffic  circulation,  car  parking  and  other 
external  features  as  an  added  incentive  to  householders  to  modern¬ 
ise  their  own  houses..  At  officer  level  it  involves  the  co  operation 
of  all  departments  of  the  Councils 

In  June  an  initial  meeting  between  officers  of  the  Council  and 
those  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  decided  to  make  a  detailed 
study  of  the  Trafalgar  Rcad/Spencers  Road  area  comprising  26l  units 
of  accommodation..  This  study  was  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and,  if  approved  by  the  Council,  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme 
will  be  available  for  public  comment  during  l9?lo  It  must  be  em¬ 
phasised  however  that  any  proposed  scheme  can  be  altered  to  accord 
with  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  occupants  of  an  areao 

The  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Department  particularly  in 
housing  and  post-mortem  examination  of  carcases  at  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  led  to  the  appointment  from  1st  April,  1970,  of  a  Technical 
Assistant  for  meat  inspection  and  food  hygiene  duties®  This  appoint¬ 
ment,  which  relieved  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  a  large  part 
of  their  slaughterhouse  duties  enabled  an  internal  reorganisation 
to  be  put  into  effect®  At  the  present  tune  it-  is  almost  impossible 
for  each  inspector  to  keep  abreast  of  the  complexities  of  increased 
legislation  and  technical  advances  affecting  the  varied  aspects 
of  Departmental  work  and  a  degree  of  specialisation  has  been  intro¬ 
duced  „  One  undoubted  advantage  is  the  uniformity  of  standards  and 
legal  interpretation  achieved  for  example.,  by  placing  all  matters 
affecting  food  hygiene  under  the  control  of  one  of ficer®  The  maximum 
advantage  of  tnis  rationalisation  cannot  be  achieved  in  the  present 
cramped  office  accommodation  but  this  is  to  be  improved  in  1971= 

Complaints  received  from  the  public  on  all  matters  at  911  were 
136  more  than  in  1969  This  can  be  attributed  to  the  fine  weather 

of  the  summer  months  whyrb  produced  a  record  number  of  complaints 
of  wasps  ana  necessi rated  the  destruction  of  ?Ml  nests®  This  service,

Chemical  sampling  of  milk  is  the  responsibility  of  the  west 
Sussex  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority;  by  agreement 
bacteriological  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Horsham  Urban  District 
Counc il. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  milk  and  twenty-one  of  cream  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  of  which  cne  milk  and  eleven  cream,  failed 
the  methylene  blue  testo

Food  Complaints: 

Forty— six  complaints  relating  to  food  purchased  within  the 
district  were  received  and  investigated „  Eighteen  of  these  dealt 
with  foreign  matter  in  home  produced  food  and  eighteen  with  mould. 
Many  complainants  do  not  wish  to  appear  in  a  prosecution  but  every 
complaint  is  investigated  and  where  appropriate  the  manufacturer 
or  shop  keeper  interviewed.

Reading  a  Working  Party  Report  often  proves  to  be  a  lengthy  and 
arduous  task,  but  the  Jeger  report  on  Sewage  Disp  sal  appeared  to  be 
a  notable  exception..  Among  the  excellent  pictorial  evidence  were 
plates  showing  an  earth  closet  and  an  elderly  lady  disposing  of  its 
contentso  To  the  vast  majority  of  people  enjoying  waterborne  sani¬ 
tation,,  these  pictures  come  as  a  shock  and  conjure  up  in  the  imagin¬ 
ation  the  way  of  life  of  a  peasant  ir  Ruritaoia*  and  are  not  associ¬ 
ated  in  any  way  with  the  average  "Rose  Cottage"  in  rural  England,, 

The  Jeger  Committee  recommends  that  there  should  be  a  deliberate 
policy  to  improve  rural  sanitation,  with  priority  for  the  replace¬ 
ment  of  ear+h  and  pail  cl  ind  the  elimi  >n  of  sewer  ditches* 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  sewerage  of  two  drainage  "black 
spots",  namely  Lyons  Corner  Slmfold  ctnd  Monks  Gate,  is  proceeding 
at  the  present  time  but  the  current  rate  of  progress  cf  sewering  the 
district  is  such  that  it  may  well  be  many  years  before  the  mediaeval 
earth  closet  finally  disappears  and  sewer  ditches  become  sweet  again,, 
The  Jeger  Committee  also  recommends  that  priority  for  research  should 
include  treatment  and  disposal,  of  farm  wastes,  and  this  recommendation 
will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  many  rural  inhabitants  who  live  in 
close  proximity  to  "factory  farms" „  The  general  attitude  of  the 
River  Authority  to  farm  wastes  is  to  advise  the  farmer  to  deal  with 
the  problem  on  his  own  land  and  not  to  discharge  an  effluent  which 
would  require  a  consent „  The  result  is  that  many  farms  resemble  an 
elementary  form  of  sewage  disposal,  works A  lagoon  may  provide  an 
answer  to  a  farm  waste  disposal  problem  according  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  but  it  also  provides  a  public  health  px’oblem  to  nearby 
residents,,  There  should  be  better  co-operation  between  farmers, 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  Advisory  Officers  and  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ments  in  the  provision  and  siting  of  lagoons,  open  cesspools  and 
drainage  ditches,  at  least-  until  a  hygienic  and  scientific  method 
of  disposing  of  farm  wastes  is  evolved  and  practised „ 

Further  comment  and  explanation  upon  the  statistical  information 
contained  in  this  report  is  given  under  the  various  headings „

£10o30  costs  ®  Many  retailers  of  perishable  foods  still  ignore  the 
Department’s  advice  and  fail  to  mark  and  rotate  stocks ®  Here  it  is 
foreseen  that  unless  this  situation  improves,  public  opinion  will  demand 
that  manufacturers  indicate  clearly  and  legibly,  and  not  in  code,  the 
date  of  "shelf  life"  expiry  of  the  particular  product®

12  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  concerning  atmospheric 
pollutioHo  One  complaint  is  worth  mention  in  this  report  because  of 
the  difficulty  In  tracking  down  the  culprit  and  the  implications  .for  the 
future o  It  was  alleged  that  minute  droplets  of  oil  were  causing  nuis¬ 
ance  to  occupiers  of  a  new  house  situated  in  a  village  where  there  was 
no  industry o  Washings  curtains  and  white  painted  woodwork  to  window¬ 
sills  and  fencing  were  seen  to  be  affected®  Domestic  oil-fired  boilers 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  were  found  to  be  functioning  correctly  and  as 
a  railway  line  was  nearby t  the  problem  was  referred  to  British  Rails  who 
were  known  to  run  diesel  locomotives  on  this  line  from  time  to  time®  A 
thorough  investigation  cleared  the  possibility  of  pollution  from  this 
sourceo 


Although  the  pollution  was  not  severe  and  for  long  periods  was 
non-existent,  it  recurred  from  time  to  time  and  remained  unsolved 0  Then 
the  complainant  '“a me  forward  with  the  suggestion  that  a  brickworks  approx

It  was  seme  time  later  that  the  District  P  o  H  o  I  o  was  walking  in  the 
village  when  the  peace  was  disturbed  by  a  l.ow  flying  aircraft  and  he 
noticed  that  black  exhaust  fumes  trailed  from  the  aircraft »  Shortly 
afterwards  the  minute  oil  droplets  appeared 0  It  was  confirmed  by 
neighbouring  colleagues  that  this  type  of  atmospheric  pollution  could 
well  be  attributed  to  low  flying  aircraft,  especially  when  coming  in

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  following  comment  is  contained  in  the  Jeger  Report  on  Sewage 
Disposal.  "Many  people  do  not  understand  that  septic  tanks  operate 
by  the  biological,  anaerobic  digestion  of  the  organic  matter,  and  house¬ 
holders  often  wrongly  attempt  to  sterilise  them  by  disinfectant  or 
expect  them  to  be  completely  void  when  cleared  out.  More  information 
should  be  available  to  householders  about  their  management."  Advice 
is  given  to  rural  residents  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  readers 
of  this  report  may  be  interested  in  the  following  information  which  is 
contained  m  a  special  leaflet  prepared  in  the  Department. 

HORSHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  " 

YOUR  SEPTIC  TANK  INSTALLATION 
WHAT  DOES  MY  SEPTIC  TANK  DO? 

It  is  the  first  stage  in  the  purification  of  the  sewage  from  your 
houses  it  uses  living  organisms  ("bacteria”)  to  break  down  solid 
matter. 

IS  THE  SEWAGE  FULLY  TREATED  AFTER  LEAVING  A  SEPTIC  TANK? 

No  -  it  needs  at  least  one  further  stage  of  treatment. 

HOW  IS  THIS  DONE? 

By  either  (a)  passing  the  liquor  from  the  septic  tank  over  a 
biological  filter  bed  where  other  organisms  attack  and  break 
down  fine  suspended  solids  and  where  it  takes  up  oxygen  from 
the  atmosphere,  after  which  the  effluent  is  discharged  to  a 
ditch,  watercourse,  etc.,  or 

(b)  by  allowing  the  liquor  to  flow  along  a  land  irri¬ 
gation  drain,  laid  in  clinker  at  a  shallow  depth,  where  a 
similar  action  takes  place  and  where  the  effluent  is  disposed 
of  by  soakage  into  the  ground. 

CAN  I  FORGET  ABOUT  IT  NOW? 

No.  The  septic  tank  will  need  to  be  de-sludged  at  intervals 
of  about  every  6-9  months  in  average  households.  This 
involves  the  removal  of  sludge  accumulation  only  from  the 
bottom  of  -che  tank  which  should  never  be  completely  emptied. 

The  filter  bed  distribution  apparatus  needs  to  be  cleaned  and 
maintained  regularly;  in  addition,  the  filter  bed  should  be 
kept  free  from  weed  growths  and  the  top  layer  of  media  loosened 
with  a  fork  about  once  a  year. 

WHAT  ABOUT  LAND  IRRIGATION  DRAINS? 

Practically  nothing  can  be  done  by  way  of  maintenance  but  it  is 
particularly  important  not  to  allow  sludge  to  build  up  to  such 
a  level  in  the  septic  tank  that  it  escapes  and  blocks  up  the 
land  irrigation  drain.  If  it  does,  it  may  have  to  be  re-laid 
or  renewed  at  considerable  expense.  Be  careful  not  to  plough 
up,  dig,  plant  trees,  etc.  on  the  line  of  the  land  irrigation 
drain,  or  allow  farm  animals  to  graze  in  that  area.

MY  PLANT  HAS  AN  ELECTRIC  PUMP  IN  IT;  WHAT  ABOUT  THIS? 

This  pump  will  normally  be  running  from  a  mainssupply;  unless 
you  are  competent  to  deal  with  electrical  equipment  you  are 
advised  to  content  yourself  with  a  regular  check  to  see  that  it 
works;  if  it  doesnV;  call  in  an  electrician  or  your  builder. 
NEVER  tamper  with  the  pump  motor,  control  panel  or  automatic 
switch-gear  with  the  mains  supply  connected.  Pay  particular 
attention  to  the  pump  in  cold  weather  and  see  that  lagging  on 
exposed  pipes  is  maintained  in  good  order. 

WHAT  ELSE  SHOULD  I  KNOW? 

(1)  Since  septic  tank  installations  depend  on  living  organisms 
for  effective  operation,  strong  disinfectants,  bleaches, 
detergents,  etc.  should  be  used  very  sparingly.  Use  soap- 
based  washing  powders  if  you  can. 

(2)  You  can  help  the  organisms  in  the  tank  by  sending  them 
occasional  reinforcements;  a  septic  tank  conditioner  is 
obtainable  which  is  simple  and  safe  to  use.  The  best  time 
to  use  a  septic  tank  conditioner  is  when  the  tank  has  been 
de-sludged. 

(3)  Some  degree  of  smell  is  unavoidable  with  filter  beds, 
especially  if  a  pump  is  used. 

(4)  A  "healthy"  septic  tank  forms  a  good  "crust"  on  top;  there 
is  very  little  smell  present;  an  "unhealthy"  one  looks 
black  and  "soapy"  and  gives  off  a  strong  and  unpleasant 
smell. 

(5)  The  Public  Health  Department  staff  are  available  if  you 
are  in  difficulty  with  normal  operations  -  ring  Horsham 
5355,  extension  44. 

(6)  The  cesspool-emptying  service  is  available  for  de-sludging 
at  the  same  telephone  number,  extension  30. 


The  sewerage  of  Monks  Gate  and  Lyons  Corner  (Slinfold)  will  be 
completed  during  1971  and  it  is  hoped  that  consideration  will  be  given 
to  the  provision  of  main  drainage  in  Coolham  village  in  the  near  future. 

(b)  Factory  Farms  and  Agricultural  Buildings 

The  introduction  to  this  report  includes  reference  to  lagoon  drain¬ 
age  on  intensive  farming  units  and  the  desirability  of  co-operation  with 
the  Public  Health  Department  on  the  siting  of  open  cesspools,  drainage 
ditches  and  lagoons.  Nuisance  conditions  caused  by  the  use  of  a  newly- 
constructed  lagoon  adjacent  to  residential  development  resulted  in  the 
service  of  an  abatement  notice  requiring  the  farmer  to  discontinue  using 
the  lagoon,  to  remove  solid  and  liquid  filth  and  fill  in  the  excavation. 
The  work  required  to  obtain  compliance  with  this  notice  proved  costly 
and  could  have  been  avoided.

£20.00  was  imposed,  together  with  £11.00  costs. 

Immediately  prior  to  these  proceedings,  an  application  for  a  licence 
to  operate  swill  boiling  plant  was  made  by  the  person  concerned, 
whose  site  was  subsequently  visited  in  the  company  of  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food.  A  detailed  inspection  of  the  site  was  made  and  an  investi¬ 
gation  into  the  precise  manner  of  operating  the  plant  was  carried 
out.  There  was  evidence  of  contamination  of  boiled  waste  food  by 
unboiled  food  and  there  was  a  possibility  of  access  to  unboiled 

waste  food  by  pigs.  The  application  for  a  licence  was  therefore 
refused.

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During  the  year,  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  chemical  analysis  and  with  the  chemical  analysis  being 
carried  out  by  Mr*  ToEo  kymer,  the  Public  Analyst,  the  following  is  a 
typical  result  of  samples  taken  within  our  district 0  A  total  of  20 
water  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  1970, 
12  were  from  public  mains  and  8  were  from  private  supplies o  10  of  the 
samples  were  satisfactory  and  10  were  unsatisfactory o 

The  following  table  gives  a  breakdown  of  the  samples 


The  Mains  water  samples  from  the  North  West  Sussex  water  Board 
which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  were  taken  following  mains  bursts 
and  disturbances o  These  mains  were  rectified  Immediately  by  the 
Water  Board  but  the  high  number  of  private  supplies  is  perhaps  not 
quite  a  fair  picture  insofar  as  concentration  is  upon  those  supplies 
that  are  known  to  be  bad  or  suspicious „  This  causes  an  effort  to  be 
made  to  try  and  get  such  persons  to  try  and  use  main  water  or  to  try 
and  purify  their  own  private  supplies <,  Complaints  are  still  received 
from  time  to  time  of  excessive  traces  of  iron  in  the  water,  the  Petworth 
and  Fittleworth  areas  having  been  mostly  affected  at  times  during  the 
year. 


As  mentioned  in  my  report  of  1969?  although  the  chemical  analysis 
shows  the  affect  of  particles  in  the  water  it  does  not  render  it  unfit « 
It  is  inconvenient  for  consumers  to  use  this  water  for  domestic  purposes 
and  it  is  still  thought  that  some  people  use  fire  hydrants  or  draw  off 
large  quantities  of  water,  perhaps  for  the  purpose  of  swimming  pools, 
and  do  so  without  due  consideration  for  the  rest  of  their  neighbours 
who  are  also  consumers  from  the  same  water  supply «

The  Pool  of  a  private  school  was  renovated  during  the  year  as  a 
result  of  negotiations  with  the  owners  and  the  pool  has  now  been  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  proper  filtration,  unit  and  a  regular  system  of  cleaning 
is  carried  out  at  the  poolo  This  has  resulted  in  a  most  satisfactory 
conclusion  of  the  rather  protracted  negotiations « 


During  the  year  four  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  all  were 
satisfactory o 

There  is  only  one  pool  within  the  district  to  which  admittance  is 
gained  by  payment  and  this  is  a+  the  Petworth  Youth  Centre  on  the 
Midhurst-  Road,  Petwortho  This  pool  is  kept  in  excellent  condition  and 
is  frequently  used  by  the  local  school  children  and  the  standard  of 
maintenance  is  very  high  indeed 0 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Rural  District  consists  of  13  parishes  ;  of  these  only  7  have 
a  main  drainage  system ©  The  remaining  6  parishes  are  Barlavington, 

Bignor*  Bury,  Duncton,  Stopham  and  Sutton;  at  present  there  is  nothing 
proposed  for  the  other  three  parishes ©  The  fact  that  a  parish  has 
main  drainage  means  only  that  the  main  village  in  the  parish  is  the 
one  which  benefits  and  the  more  outlying  properties  are  still  committed 
to  having  cesspool  drainage o 

The  Bury  Main  Drainage  Scheme  was  again  the  subject  most  under 
discussion  during  the  year  and  the  pro's  and  cons  as  to  whether  or  not 
there  should  be  separate  village  schemes  or  one  comprehensive  scheme., 

The  details  were  submitted  by  the  Council’s  Consultant  Engineers  to 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  Government  approval  on  the  basis 
that  Bury  Village  should  be  sewered  first  and  that  the  other  three 
parishes  should  follow  at  a  later  date©  At  the  end  of  19?0  no  further 
information  has  been  received  except  that  the  Ministry’s  Inspector  will 
conduct  an  early  investigation  m  the  early  part  of  1971 o 

The  rate  of  connection  of  properties  to  the  new  sewers  at  Loxwcodv 
Ifold,  Plaistow  and  Kirdford  yet  again  decreased  during  the  year  and 
it  appears  that  there  are  a  few  people  who  believe  that  it  is  too  expen¬ 
sive  for  them  to  connect  to  the  sewer  and  that  it  is  cheaper  for  them  to 
pay  for  any  cesspool  or  septic  tank  emptying  which  they  may  require  in 
the  future o  As  reported  in  1969  some  people  who  have  suffered  ;n 

silence  in  years  gone  by  the  question  of  sewage  pollution  are  now  more 
acutely  aware  of  their  neighbours  who  have  not  connected  to  the  main 
sewer o  It  is  hoped  that  by  personal  visits  and  persuasion,  eventually 
all  properties  will  be  connected  to  the  main  sewer© 

The  total  properties  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system  during 
1970  was  44  as  compared  with  162  in  1969o 


Cesspools  within  the  Rural  District  are  emptied  by  the  firm 
Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Limited  who  have  contracted 
with  this  Council  to  remove  the  contents  of  cesspools  that  are  within 
the  district©  There  is  of  necessity  a  short  time  lag  between  giving 
of  orders  and  the  carrying  out  of  work©  within  the  past  year  the 
backlog  of  work  which  had  bull1:  up  has  been  reduced  to  reasonable 
proportions  and  it  is  very  seldom  that  persons  have  to  wait  for  a 
great  length  of  time  before  having  their  cesspools  attended  to© 

The  Rural  District  has  1^139  properties  which  require  regular 
emptying  of  cesspools  and  during  the  year  a  total  of  3*980  loads 
were  removed©  There  are,  however  quite  a  few  drainage  units  in 
the  district  that  do  not  have  regular  emptyings,  since  they  are  in 
relatively  isolated  positions  and  the  drainage  is  on  to  private  land© 

In  1969,  in  my  report  on  cesspools,  I  made  mention  of  the  fact 
that  there  was  one  objection  raised  to  the  Council's  proposal  to  vest 
the  Housing  Estate  sewer  at  Fittlewortb  in  the  Council  and  that  be¬ 
cause  of  this  objection  the  matter  had  to  be  referred  to  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government©  The  delay  into  the  enquiry  of  this 
objection  amounted  to  twelve  months  and  when  the  matter  was  heard 
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Cesspools  ( Continued ) 

at  a  public  enquiry  the  Council  again  had  to  wait  for  the  Minister #s 
decis.ion0  The  result  was  given  some  three  months  later  in  favour 
of  the  Council  and  the  objection  of  one  private  individual  was  not 
upheld „  It  is  hoped  that  this  type  of  procedure  will,  not  be  required 
on  too  many  occasions  as  when  a  small  Council  such  as  ours  seeks  to  do 
the  best  for  the  district  there  is  a  tendency  for  it  to  be  frustrated 
and  the  matter  partly  taken  out  of  their  hands o  This  meaning  that 
the  local  residents  who  are,  of  course,  the  ratepayers  do  not  get  the 
service  which  they  really  require  through  no  fault  of  the  Local  Authority . 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report,  however,  that  the  declaration 
under  Section  "l?8  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  has  allowed  this 
Council  to  drain  three  more  properties  into  their  drainage  system  and 
to  prevent  pollution  which  is  being  caused  by  a  1.0,000  gallon  system*, 

Housing  Act  I9.57-69 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  has  not  had  a  great  affect  upon  property 
within  this  district,  although  there  have  been  a  few  more  applications 
now  that  the  Improvement  Grant  has  been  raised  to  a  maximum  of  £1:000. 

Any  lull  which  would  have  occurred  before  the  Housing  Act,  1,969  was 
primarily  due  to  people  holding  back  until  they  knew  that  a  higher 
sum  of  money  would  be  available  for  grant  purposes o 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tables  there  is  still’  quite 
a  bit  of  work  to  be  carried  out,  notably  an  the  private  sector,  where 
some  houses  are  still  deteriorating  and  in  fact  many  have  been  made 
subject  to  orders  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1997-69 „ 

The  Council  have  proposed  to  build  houses  on  the  Midhurst  Hoad 
site  in  the  near  future  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  site  will  take  care 
of  a  number  of  families  who  are  living  in  sub- standard  property  and 
also  that  Lund  House  will  be  completed  in  1971  so  that  the  flats  so 
urgently  needed  for  the  older  members  of  our  community  will  be  avail¬ 
able  o

shop-keepers  possession 0  A  more  experienced  trader  knows  what  the 

demand  in  any  one  line  is  likely  to  be  and  can  purchase  from  his 
supplier  just  the  right  quantities  to  dispose  of  them  as  quickly 
as  possible..  However,  some  shop-keepers  do  not  check  the  date 
coding  of  some  of  their  products  on  receipt  and  this  leads  to 
trouble  in  a  very  short  time. 

The  following  foodstuffs  were  surrendered  during  the  year:-

There  was  one  refrigeration  breakdown  during  the  year  and  the 
retailer  contacted  this  department  for  advice.  This  resulted  in  the 
surrender  of  2  cwt.  of  various  frozen  products  and  the  matter  was 
sorted  out  between  the  retailer  and  the  manufacturer,  since  this 
apparently  was  a  fault  due  to  the  refrigeration  unit  itselfo 

At  the  end  of  1970  due  to  the  power  cuts  as  a  result  of  the 
electrical  workers  dispute  at  the  power  station,  many  shopkeepers 
found  themselves  in  difficult  positions  in  trying  to  maintain  low 
temperatures  when  they  did  not  know  how  long  a  particular  cut  would 
last  for.  Advice  was  given  to  as  many  people  as  possible  in  these 
circumstances  in  order  that  the  goods  could  be  kept  below  freezing 
point o  This  resulted  in  a  greater  use  of  night  covers. 


Food  Hygiene 

It  must  have  been  that  due  to  the  publicity  given  to  my  comments 
about  mobile  traders  last  year  and  that  it  was  intended  to  pay  more 
attention  to  this  type  of  trade  in  the  year,  that  I  am  very  pleased 
to  be  able  to  report  that  there  was  only  one  complaint  during  the 
year.  I  am,  of  course,  aware  that  there  are  undoubtedly  some  people 
who  are  missed  during  the  year  but  unless  one  spends  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  touring  the  back  lanes  of  the  district,  there  will  be 
some  trying  to  keep  one  jump  ahead  of  the  local  Health  Inspector. 

The  complaint  was  in  respect  of  an  ice-cream  vender,  whose 
vehicle  was  in  very  poor  condition  and  upon  enquiry  it  was  found 
that  this  vehicle  had  been  hired  from  a  parent  company  and  that  the 
hirer  was  not  aware  of  his  commitments  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Hegula- 
tionso  In  this  case  I  took  the  matter  up  with  the  driver  of  the 
vehicle  and  also  the  parent  company  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  this  matter  was  immediately  put  right.

The  rodent  operator  who  is  basically  employed  under  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  is  fully  engaged  on  rodent  control  and  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  engage  on  any  rechargeable  work  for  private 
individuals o  The  normal  household  infestations  can  be  dealt  with  by 
the  market  preparations  which  can  be  obtained  from  local  shops  and  the 
Council  continue  with  the  treatment  of  wasps  without  charge  to  rate¬ 
payers  within  the  district* 


It  was  found  necessary  in  the  early  part  of  1970  to  engage  the 
services  of  Hentokil  Laboratories  Limited  in  order  to  control  the  num— 
ber  of  pigeons  which  inhabit  The  Square.,  Pet  worth®  These  pigeons ,  as 
it  is  well  known 9  cause  considerable  fouling  of  the  building,  blocking 
up  the  guttering  and  downpipes  and  causing  nuisance  to  passers— by 0 
There  was  not  complete  eradication  of  the  pigeons  but  a  considerable 
reduction  in  numbers  which  were  less  of  a  nuisance®  It  is  thought t 
however,  that  treatment  of  pigeons  will  now  be  an  annual  one  in  order 
to  keep  the  population  to  a  minimum ® 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  ActT  1949 

One  full-time  operator  is  employed  in  the  department  to  deal  with 
complaints  of  rodent  infestation  within  the  rural  district®  He  is 
supplied  with  a  van  and  the  necessary  equipment  to  carry  out  all  types 
of  work  and  where  treatments  are  carried  out  on  business  premises  then 
a  charge  is  made  based  on  time  and  materials  and  often  treatments 
carried  out  include  farm  surveys  and  control  work®

Places  of  public  resort  such  as  lay-bys  still  continue  to  be  areas 
where  food  is  discarded  and  rubbish  dumped »  As  a  result,  rats  are 

attracted  to  these  areas  and  the  rodent  operator  spends  quite  a  bit  of 
time  treating  these  areas  in  order  to  control  the  rats.  During  the 
year,  73  visits  were  made  in  order  to  carry  out  this  work.  The  secret 
of  control  is  probably  to  be  found  in  the  survey  of  both  private  pre¬ 
mises  and  farm  so  that  the  reservoir  of  rats  can  be  dealt  with®  However, 
in  an  area  such  as  the  Petworth  Rural  it  would  need  the  services  of  an 
extra  rodent  operator  to  be  able  to  survey  and  control  in  the  correct 
manner®

The  control  of  rats  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip,  which  is  situated

APPENDIX  B 


WATER  EXAMINATION 


The  responsibility  for  providing  mains  water  in  each  of  the 
three  districts  rests  with  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Boards 
However  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  each  area  undertake  regu¬ 
lar  sampling  of  supplies,  mainly  for  bacteriological,  but  also  for 
chemical,  analysis o  Close  liaison  is  maintained  between  each 
Public  Health  Department  and  the  Board’s  Chief  Engineer  and  Chemist, 
with  an  immediate  exchange  of  information  on  analytical  findings 0 

Reference  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board's  Engineer  and 
Manager  shows  that  during  the  twelve  months  from  March  1970  to 
March  1971?  a  total  of  4,247  bacteriological  and  1,6^6  chemical 
samples  were  examined  in  the  Board's  laboratory  and  these  are 
tabulated  under  the  heading  of  Plant  Control,  Distribution  and 
"Others" o  I  am  indebted  to  Mr o  Ellson,  the  Engineer  and  Manager, 
for  the  following  comments:- 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  adequate  in  quantity e 

(b)  No  incidents  of  contamination  were  detectedo 

(c)  Fluoride  readings  are  generally  in  the  order  of 
Ool  ppmoFo 

(d)  The  characteristics  of  the  water  are  such  as  not  to 
give  rise  to  plumbo-solvent  action  and  no  lead  has 
been  detectedo 


The  tables  in  the  Annual  Report  show  that  in  general  a  high 
degree  of  purity  and  safety  has  been  maintained,  but  unfortunately 
the  local  water  supply  is  lacking  in  one  highly  desirable  consti¬ 
tuent,  namely  fluoride o  On  average  the  many  chemical  analyses 
carried  out  during  the  year  show  the  level  to  be  less  than  1/X0th 
of  the  recognised  optimum0  In  January  1971  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  asked  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to 
refer  in  their  Annual  Reports  to  any  action  taken  by  their  Councils 
on  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies 0  Where  local  authorities 
are  not  themselves  water  undertakers,  responsibility  for  recommend¬ 
ing  fluoridation  rests  with  either  the  County  Council  or  County 
Borough,  (as  Local  Health  Authority) o  It  is  tragic  that  the  West 
Sussex  County  Council,  on  whose  agenda  the  matter  has  appeared 
five  times  since  1962,  takes  a  singularly  unenlightened  view  and 
insists  on  disregarding  the  overwhelming  evidence  of  the  value 
and  complete  safety  of  this  measure,  -  taking  this  action  in  spite 
of  the  strong  recommendations  in  favour  of  fluoridation  made  by 
its  own  Health  Committee 0  As  a  result  the  dental  health  of  the 
children  of  West  Sussex  continues  to  suffer 2 
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
